I ſuppoſe a Child, if he be to learn Latin, may 
by this Time, be very fit to begin the Etymolc- 
gical Part of Grammar, after that Method which 
I bave Publiſhd in my New Help to the Acci- 
dence, 

is too commonly obſerv'd, That ſcarce One iv 
Forty writes tolerable Englith, who bath not 
learnt Latin; and therefore, many ordinary 
People keep their Sons at Latin Schools, two, 
three, or perbaps four Years together, to their great 
charge; and then being ford to tate them off, 
and put them Apprentices io Mecbanick Arts, 
Shop-keeping, 2d the lite; in 4 frort Time they 
are little better for their Latin. It were, there- 
fore, to be wiſh'd, and mig bt indeed be expected, 
4 it is in Effect perform'd in moſt Chriſtian 
Countrigs, ſave our on; that they ſhou'd be 
tolerable good Grammarians, and bave been ac* 
cuſtomed to Invention, ſo as to be able to write 
proper Language, and compoſe a handſom Letter. 
But fince by ill Management, through a confuſed 
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and moſt ridiculous Merho of School-Teaching, 
received, and long practiſed in mary of the Schools 
of iis Nation, it proves commonly otherwiſe ; the 
beſt Courſe that can be taken, is to employ that 
precious Time in Learning the genuine Idioms, and 
natura] Dreſs of their Mothes;Longue, by ac- 
cuſtoming the Scholar to read, br copy out Bopks, 
wich have been written by the Maſters of our 
Language. By the Pratice of which they will ſoon 
be able to compoſe @ handſome Style of their own, 
much better than thoſe other Grammaticaſters.
